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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant requested acknowledgement that the 
cited references in the IDS dated December 9, 2005 has been considered. Examiner respectfully points out that the Remarks dated 
10/26/2007 did not contain a copy of the IDS, however, there was an IDS considered previously dated December 12, 2007. 

Applicant argued that line (52) of Goebel is not a mixture formation chamber as claimed. Examiner respectfully explains that 
Goebel teaches having a mixture formation chamber (fig. 1 , 40) (which was previously inadvertently misnumbered as (52)) and a mixing 
zone (not illustrated - which was previously misnumbered) downstream the burner (12) and upstream the mixture formation chamber (40) 
(col. 4, lines 50-60 - as previously pointed out in the Final Office Action page 3). Therefore, Goebel does teach an apparatus wherein the 
burner exhaust is mixed with air in a mixing zone (not illustrated) as a control measure of the burner exhaust stream temperature such that 
the temperature is suitable for heating the catalyst within the reformer downstream thereof (col. 4, lines 50-60).
